Senators McNary of Oregon and 
Austin of Vermont, senate minor­ 
ity leaders, and several other Re­ 
publican senators. 
Might See Hamilton 
Stassen also expected to see N a­ 
tional Chairman John Hamilton. 
who has asked state delegations to 
select their candidates for the 
convention resolutions committee 
immediately so that an early start 
can be made on a party platform. 
The r e s o l u t i o n s committee 
ordinary is not set up until after 
the convention opens. But Hamil­ 
ton feels so many important ques­ 
tions demand attention that the 
one or two days usually given to 
platform-framing are inadequate 
and induce snap judgment.

Novel Electrical Device 
Finds Buried Meteors 
The Invention of a mathematics 
professor has brought to Ohio State 
university what is said to be the 
finest collection of meteorites in any 
college in the country. 
The meteorites were unearthed in 
Texas and Arizona last summer by 
Prof. Lincoln LaPaz with the aid of 
an electrical device which he had 
built. The instrument is believed to 
be the first ever used to reco rd the 
presence of m agnetic and m eteoric 
material beneath the surface of the 
ground. 
To the geologist the few meteor­ 
ites which finally reach the earth 
after their flaming flight through 
space are valuable. One weighing 
• pound would be considered a 
prize. But with the aid of Professor 
LaPaz’s instrument the university 
has increased its collection many 
times and it now contains a meteor­ 
ite weighing 40 pounds. 
The professor i.V*t became inter­ 
ested in meteorites while tracing 
their paths mathematically. 
From 
this he turned to their actual collec­ 
tion and the invention of a device 
which at la .4 puts the search for 
meteorites on _ scientific basis.

Spanish Wild H orses 
The possibility that stray horses 
from Coronado's expedition stocked 
the western plains with Spanish 
horses is slight, says Prof. Arthur 
S. Alton of the University of Michi­ 
gan, who recently translated into 
English the muster roll of the early 
explorer’s companies. This record, 
which gives a complete count by 
men, with names, rank, number of 
horses or other animals, arm or and 
weapons, was made on February 22, 
1540, at Compostela in western Mex­ 
ico as Coronado’s men were re­ 
viewed by the viceroy and governor 
of New Spain, Antonio de Mendoza. 
Careful distinction was made in the 
document between horses (caballos) 
or stallions and mares (yeguas). 
Inasmuch as only two m ares are 
listed, the possibility is ra th e r re­ 
mote, Professor Alton says, th a t the 
hordes of wild horses that once 
roamed the West were descendants 
from horses lost from the Coronado 
band. The muster roll bearing this 
evidence, with an explanatory in­ 
troduction, has been published by 
the university'! William L. Clem­ 
ents library.

LOOKS ARE DECEIVING 


EL PASO, TEXAS.—A land of fay 
Io ta s, 
sunny 
laziness and rich 
sedition ii reaching back 400 years 
brough the pages of history to stage 
.he biggest fiesta of all, a three- 
Hate celebration of Francisco Vas­ 
t e r de Coronado's futile search for 
fabled cities of gold. 
Towns big and little in Arizona. 
New Mexico and west Texas are 
busy in preparation for a sum m er's 
re-enactm ent of the Spanish explor­ 
e r'! journey through the region, 
their own fiestas giving birth again 
to early day* and intrepid men. 
For it was In 1540 that Coronado 
set out from a little town in Mexico 
to ride into the northern wilderness 
and extend the Spanish empire by 
half a continent. 
His band of vel­ 
veted nobles and armored soldiers 
was spurred by tales of golden 
mountains and cities filled with pre­ 
cious stones, but they also sought 
to explore and in behalf of their 
Sparnsh sovereign establish a claim 
for the unknown regions of the New 
world. 
Catholic 
padres 
accom­ 
panied the expedition for religious 
guidance and to obtain Indian con­ 
verts. 
Historic Route Retraced. 
In connection with the celebration 
a party of historians retraced Coro­ 
nado's route to determine the exact 
point at which he crossed the pres­ 
ent border of the United States. 
Through search of old documents 
they established it as the present 
Mexican border town of Naco, near 
Bisbee, Ariz. The Spanish conquis­ 
tador 
left 
Compostella. 
Mexico, 
wandered up the coast along the 
Gulf of California and struck inland 
to the present states of New Mexico 
and Arizona. 
With his arm y, on foot and on 
horseback, 
he 
followed 
Indian 
guides to a two years’ winter camp 
on the banks of the Rio Grande near 
the present Bernalillo, N. M., just 
north of Albuquerque, and from 
there m ade side journeys in the 
quest for gold. On one of them he 
went west to the Grand Canyon in 
Arizona; another sent him north to 
the Indian pueblo of Taos, N. M.; a 
third led east across the Texas Pan­ 
handle with a swing into Kansas. 
Navy Als* Participated. 
On part of the journey he was 
accompanied by a “navy”—three 
ships sent up the Gulf of California 
to furnish supplies. 
But contacts 
between the land party and the ves­ 
sels were never made, although 
scouting parties from the main body 
searched the coast and the ships 
sailed to the mouth of the Colorado 
river. 
From there three small 
boats with about 12 men each ex­ 
plored the river up to what is now 
Yuma, Ariz. 
Coronado's treasureless wander­ 
ings and troubles with the Indiana 
brought m utiny to the straggling 
band, and in 1542, the disappointed 
dona fled back to Mexico, their vel­ 
vets in tatters and the army routed 
in shame. 
It was denounced then as an ex­ 
travagant and foolhardy venture, 
but now. four centuries later, the 
results of the expedition are to ba 
hailed with a summer’s celebration. 
Through the Coronado quarto-cen 
tennial celebration, tribute is to be 
paid to the daring explorer who 
gave to Spain the vast Southwest— 
a 
region 
that, 
acquired by 
the 
United States, added a third to its 
area 
and 
gave it an unbroken 
sweep of sovereignty from Atlantic 
to Pacific.

NEW YORK — American Indians 
discovered and used some of the 
modern principles of military engi­ 
neering long before the coming of 
the white man, according to Prof. 
W. Duncan Strong of the depart­ 
ment of anthropology of Columbia 
university in a report on archeolo­ 
gical studies of the Northern Great 
D ams of America. 
Conducting the first extensive ex­ 
ploration of a prehistoric Indian fort 
more than 300 years old. Dr. Strong 
and his associates examined the re- 
March 
mains of Indians who inhabited 
parts of South Dakota during the 
Seventeenth century. The construc­ 
tion of the moat and stockade sur- | 
rounding th# fortified village makes 
It apparent that the Indians had 
some knowledge of engineering be­ 
fore their contact with European 
settlers, Dr. Strong says. 
The design of the fortifications 
pioved to be distinctly Indian in 
origin. The tribe, which lived c h i e f ­ 
ly by farming, apparently built the 
fort as a protection against bands 
of marauding nomad hunters 
The 
•urvey of Indian villages in the up­ 
per Missouri river valley, where the 
prehistoric fort was discovered, was 
made in conjunction with the Uni­ 
versity of South Dakota. 
Meat Around Village. 
"Approximately 1,500 Indians had 
lived in a village surrounded by 
wooden stockades and a moat one 
and one-half miles in circumfer­ 
ence.’' 
Profefsor Strong reports. 
"Excavations show that the ditch, 
which at present is one foot in 
depth, was originally filled with w a­ 
ter four feet deep. 
"The wooden stockades closely re­ 
semble the forts bi It later by the 
whites.
